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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the RCE filed on 01/14/2010. Applicant amended 
claims 1 & 3-6 and added new claims 7-9. Claims 1-9 are pending in this application. 

Examiner's Amendment

are formed sequentially in this order on one surface of a silicon substrate.

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art-of-record does not teach or suggest a semiconductor device 
comprising: an interface layer, a diffusion suppressing layer, a high dielectric contact 
insulating film, wherein the diffusion suppressing layer comprises nitrogen and a high-k 
metal element different from a metal constitutional element of the high dielectric 
constant insulating film, as claimed in independent claim 1 . The prior art-of-record does 
not teach or suggest a method for manufacturing a semiconductor device comprising: 
forming an interface layer, forming a diffusion suppressing layer, forming a high 
dielectric contact insulating film, wherein the diffusion suppressing layer comprises 
nitrogen and a high-k metal element different from a metal constitutional element of the 
high dielectric constant insulating film, as claimed in independent claims 4 and 5.
